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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Amendment, filed on 6/23/03, has been entered and acknowledged by the Examiner. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,406,168 to Takagi. 

Regarding Claim 1, Takagi discloses a tension mask assembly for a cathode ray tube and 
disposed between an electron gun and the screen that includes a mask frame (Figure 1 A, #1 1 1) 
with a pair of frame members (#'s 101 and 102) disposed at opposite ends of the mask frame. 
Takagi further discloses that there is a plurality of mask strands (#105 and Figure 4, #305) 
disposed between and affixed to the frame members in such a way as to produce tension in the 
mask strands (Column 2, Lines 34-35). Takagi finally discloses that there is a third member 
(Figure 4, #309) disposed in a region of the strands intermediate of the two frame members and 
wherein the third member extends from an electron gun facing side toward the screen to contact 
a first intermediate region of the mask strands. 
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Regarding Claim 2 Takagi further discloses that the third (Figure 1A, #109) member 
should be disposed in a direction parallel to the frame members and should be offset such that 
the third is closer to one frame member than the other frame member (See Figure 1 A and 
embodiment of Figure 4). 

Regarding Claim 3 Takagi further discloses that there should be a fourth (Figure 1 A, 
#110) member disposed in a second intermediate region of the mask strands and in between the 
frame members (See Figure 1A and embodiment of Figure 4). 

Regarding Claim 4, etching is a method of manufacture, since this claim is directed to the 
tension mask assembly the method of manufacture is not germane to the issue of patentability 
(See MPEP 21 13). Takagi discloses the structure of the mask strands (see Figure 1A, #105 which 
discloses the structure of the mask strands). 

Regarding Claim 5, Takagi discloses that the mask strands are connected to each other 
with an unetched strand material on each end (see Figure 1A, edges of mask #107 are continuous 
and of the same strand material therefore meet the limitations of the claim). 

Regarding Claim 6, Takagi discloses that the third member is disposed perpendicularly to 
the mask strands (Figure 4, #309). 

Regarding Claim 8, Takagi discloses that the third and fourth members apply a frictional 
force to the mask strands (See Figure 1 A, #'s 109 and 110 and embodiment of Figure 4). 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 
5,406,168 to Takagi in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,613,889 to Nosker. 

Takagi discloses the tension mask assembly of Claim 1 as described above. 

Takagi does not exemplify that a second pair of frame members should be affixed to the 
first pair of frame members to form a mask frame having a rectangular shape. 

Nosker, in an alternate tension mask, teaches that a second pair of frame members may 
be affixed to the first to form a rectangular shaped mask frame (see Figure 4). This design allows 
for easier handling of the frame during construction while still allowing tension to be applied to 
the mask. 

It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine the rectangular shape derived from the additional frame 
members of Nosker with the tension mask assembly of Takagi in order to facilitate the 
production of the tension mask assembly. 

5. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 
5,406,168 to Takagi in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,1 1 1,106 to Kaplan. 

Takagi discloses the tension mask assembly of Claim 1 as described above. 
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Takagi does not exemplify that the third member should be attached to the mask strands 
by an adhesive. 

Kaplan in an alternate tension mask teaches that the third member (Figure 4b, #96) is 
attached to the mask strands (#89) by an adhesive (#104), in this case welding, in order to 
prevent unnecessary movement of the strands. 

It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine the adhesion of the strands to the third member as taught by 
Kaplan with the tension mask of Takagi to prevent unnecessary movement of the mask strands. 

6. Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
No. 5,406,168 to Takagi in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,111,349 to Kuwana. 

Regarding Claim 10, Takagi discloses a method for forming a tension mask assembly in a 
cathode ray tube having a screen and an electron gun that includes providing a tension mask with 
a plurality of mask strands (Figure 1 A, #105 and Figure 4, #305) disposed vertically between 
two end regions (Figure 1 A, #'s 101 and 102 and Figure 4, #301), placing the mask strands in 
contact with a plurality of barrier ridge elements (Figure 1A, #'s 109 and 1 10 and see 
embodiment of Figure 4, #309) wherein the mask strands are not affixed to the plurality of 
barrier ridge elements and affixing the tension mask (See Figure 1 A) to a mask frame having 
vertical and horizontal elements (Figure 4, #'s 301 and 301a) and wherein the barrier ridge 
elements (Figure 4, #309)extend from an electron gun facing side to contact the tension mask. 
Takagi fails to exemplify that the plurality of mask strands should be formed by etching. 
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Kuwana, in an alternate tension mask, teaches that etching can be used to form a 
plurality of mask strands from a single thin sheet of metal (Column 2, Lines 7-10). 

It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine the etched mask strands of Kuwana with the method of Takagi 
in order to form the mask strands from a single thin sheet of metal. 

Regarding Claim 1 1 Takagi further discloses that the barrier ridge elements should be 
aligned perpendicular to the mask strands (Figure 4, #'s 309 and 305 respectively). 

Regarding Claim 12 Takagi further discloses that the barrier ridges (Figure 4, #309 and 
Figure 1 A, #'s 109 and 1 10) are aligned parallel to the mask frame members (Figure 4, # 301 and 
Figure 1 A, #'s 101 and 102) and that both of these elements are aligned perpendicular to the 
mask strands (Figure 1A, # 105; also Figure 4, # 305). 

7. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 
5,406,168 to Takagi in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,111,349 to Kuwana as applied to claim 10 
above, and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,857,027 to Makita. 

Takagi in view of Kuwana teaches the method for forming a tension mask assembly of 
Claim 10 as described above. 

Neither Takagi nor Kuwana exemplify that the mask strands should be trimmed flush to 
the outer portion of the mask frame assembly after the mask strands are affixed to the mask 
frame. 

Makita in an alternate tension mask teaches that the mask strands should be trimmed 
flush to the outer portion of the mask frame assembly after the mask strands are affixed to the

mask frame in order to make it easier to handle and position the mask strands during production 
and remove any unnecessary material, which allows the final dimensions of the display body 
surrounding the screen to be smaller (see Figure 1). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine the method taught by Takagi in view of Kuwana with the 
trimming step taught by Makita in order to minimize the size of the display body needed for a 
given size screen. 

Response to Arguments

view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
